"Pass Giaduate wilh 50 per cent marks in each of the 
subjects. Physics and Mathematics, 

OR 

Honours Graduate with honours in Physics with 
Mathematics as Pass subject or Honour in Mathe¬ 
matics with Physics as Pass subject”. 

(b) Regulation 12(1) shall be altered as indicated 

below :— 

“Pass Graduates of any recognised University with 
50 per cent marks in each of the subjects, Phy¬ 
sics and Mathematic*. 

OR 

Honours Graduates with Honours in Physics with 
Mathematics as Pass subject or Honours jn 
Mathematics with Physics as Pass subject and 
also with good academic background would be 
recruited as Trainee Pilots". 

(c) Regulation 26 shall be substituted by the follow¬ 

ing :— 

“On being selected a Trainee Pilot must execute, 
before joining, a bond declaring that be shall 
serve the Board for atleast 2 years (for atleaat 
5 years in the case of Trainee Pilots recruited 
under Graduate Entry scheme) after completion 
of training, failing which he shall pay tho Board 
;»n amount equivalent to his six mosths’ salary 
together with the cost of training as may be 
determined by the Appointing Authority.”
